Monday, December tho first, 1s the 
date chosen by tho Council on which 
all nominations for Faculty represen- 
tatives lo the Council must be in. 
The' elections will be held on the fol- 
lowing Monday, December the eighth, 
at the Union. Tho representatives to 
be elected arc four In number, one 
from Arts, one froni Science, one from 
Medicine and a fourth from Law. 

These men will represent their fa- 
culty on tho executive of the Students' 
Society from the first of January, 
1920, to the first of January, 1921, at 
which date the present representa- 
tives resign. 

These positions are among the most 
Important in undergraduate affairs, 
and the selection of nominees for the 
offices should not be made without 
careful consideration and forethought. 
For several years a number of offices 
have been filled by acclamation, but 
this no doubt was due to war condi- 
tions. A large number of nominations 
are expected to bo handed in and this 
is as it should be, as plenty of com- 
petition Is a healthy thing in any elec- 
tion.

Stevens, leader of the affirmative, 
opened his remarks by briefly review- 
ing tho topic of debate.

What Is 
Canada's policy and aim aa a mutton? 
2. Is it in the best In1 crests of Canada 
•to Investigate tho conditions of labor 
with tho idea of making better and ' 
more toyal citizens of them? 3. Fori 
this purpose, Is It necessary to form u j 
party devoted to labor interests? i. j 
What benefits arc to be derived from 
such a party? Stevcna himself dealt ' 
■ with the first three divisions of his j 
j topic. Bradshaw took charge of the] 
fourth. Stevens insisted tthaiL Canada j 
Is now a nation, and that it Is her duty 
to fulfil the tasks of a nation. She litis 
great resources, yrt wo ea'nhot have j 
them worked on account of lack of 
labor. For production: a contented I 
people is necosttry. A labor party will 
content Uio people, therefore the time 
Is ripe tfor a labor party in Canada. The 
existing parties In Canada are not suf- 
ficient, for, though the laborers in 
Canada have not bad to revolt, as Whey 
did in Itussrta, yet they huve good rea- 
son for discontent. Wages have not 
been Increased In ration to the Increase 
of living expenses, and this in due to 
government by capital: ami if In vuro 
oases labor has followed Bolshevism, it 
to due to lack of education, and tho 
lack of oducatlon is, in turn, due to 
capital which will hot lot 'tabor huvo

T. L. Bullock 
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College Journalism 

W'c are going to violate our customary modesty for once and 
write a few lines about ourselves. The fact that other people dis- 
cuss our shortcoming.-, and our successes without restraint only 
makes it seem more, reasonable that, once in a very long time, we 
should be permitted to express an opinion or a sentiment relative 
to our own editorial selves. 

Despite the fact that practically every college or university on 
{he continent has an undergraduate publication of some sort, the 
term "college journalism" would doubtless be regarded by many 
as a trifle euphtiistic. The undergraduate paper, in the eyes of 
the professoriate, is, generally speaking, an amateurish production, 
cofmmcndablc enough as a student institution but not for an instant 
1/ be taken seriously,. and as for "college journalism" . . . . 
We now deal in generalities, and happily, there arc notable excep- 
tions which tend to make the lot of the college journalist a little 
more tolerable. 

The attitude of the undergraduate himself is rather different. 
He recognizes to a certain extent the importance of maintaining 
his college publication, enjoys the privilege of leisurely glancing 

• over its columns, and to some extent relies upon it for news of cur- 
rent events. The fact, however, that he has never been deprived 
of it, precludes his having even a vague idea of what undergra- 
duate life would be without the college paper. His interest as a 
rule is passive, and being without individual responsibility in the 
matter, he gives very little thought to the task of editing the sheet. 
The natural result of this attitude, typical of the undergraduate 

, body is that a small minority, who are interested to some extent 
along such lines, assume the entire responsibility for the mainten- 
ance of the undergraduate paper. This is possibly an inevitable 
state of affairs, for, after all, very few men arc sufficiently inter- 
ested in such work or arc so inclined. The deplorable fact is, not 
that a very small minority bears the burden, but that, all things 
considered the support tendered the undergraduate paper by the 
student body is in nowise proportionate to the importance of the 
institution. 

A sane consideration of actual circumstances must reveal to 
the unprejudiced person the fact that "college journalism" is not 
exactly a joke. The medium which gives expression to the senti- 
ments of a university and which records its daily activities is more 
than a toy. Granted that there arc imperfections, inconsistencies 
and shortcomings, still, when the fact that those who have in 
charge the editing of the college paper must of necessity assume 
such responsibility in addition to their academic work, and that

Britain from revolution; because they 
see a party of their own in ittoo near 
future. 

Walter, leader of Iho negative, al- 
though only given four hours in which 
to prepare his part on the debwtc, was 
ready with a masterful speech, which 
ho delivered In a calm. luoid manner, 
and which went a long way to bolster 
up the cause he was defending. He 
agreed that Canada is a nation, and 
will become a great country, but ho 
does not forget tl>at labor Is only an 
eloment. It Is not oho whole popula- 
tion. Labor wfll rule as a class, be- 
cause If she gets roprcsentyition In a 
party of her own sl»e will eventually 
rule. And class rule SlwuM not be. 
There would bo confllc with other 
classes. Ontario has class rule at 
present, and, as tilings point now. it 
does not eeem that the Parmer rule 
in Ontario will be on enormous sucoess. 
Higher education is essential to good 
government As a rule, when a' man 
acquires higher education' he ceases to 
bo a laborer and becomes, If not a 
capitalist, at least a man of some 
leisure. And if educated men aro to 
rule, then labor cannot rule. Though 
he may be unwilling to admit it, the 
secret desire and aim of every man, 
laborer or otherwise, 1s to bo a capit- 
alist. Under labor rule, the unions 
would have control of their members, 
of the members of Par Moment, and 
they would run the country as they 
saw fit; moreover, their organization 
would control the vote, and they could 
hold the reins of of fice as long as they 
lilted, perpetually It it suited them. 
There is danger of our home govern- 
ment being controlled from abroad 
through the unions. 

Bradshaw, supporting Stevens in the 
affirmative, elaborated the benefits to 
bo dériver from a 'labor party In Can- 
ada. Not a labor government, but a 
labor party is what she wants. There 
would be benefits of two kinds under 
labor party influence: Benefits to the 
.state, and benefits to the people. The 
state woiild have a sense of security 
through exemption from fear of Bol- 
shevism. Labor, having a separate 
party of its own, would have a deeper 
senso of its responsibility, and would 
be very careful not to tarnish its name 
by entangHng alliances .with "Rods" 
and other violent elements. The bene- 
fits to the people would be many. The 
aims of organized labor ore Intertna.- 
tionallHm, lo further woiid intcrodt* 
and education. Moreover, tho labor 
party would encourage government by the "Lit" this year. A Certain In- 
controi for distribution, aud tthus eHm- formality was established among those

ways In England to try to tforoo the 
government to /let them out of bearing 
tiroir share of the war's burdens. 

'Stevens, in «n excellent .rebuttal, af- 
firmed that if tho finances oi Canada 
are bad. It is due to the self -Interest of 
tho government, The average member 
of Parliament d«es aw.he is told by .the 
"boss," this Is tho reason Ontario elect- 
ed Farmers at the last cleoUop, to try 
out men whom thoy could trust to rule 
in (lie best interests of tho province, 
and not to again burden the provinco 
with professional ■poTltlcians. Labor 
follows agitators Ihrough fear of un- 
employment alone, and for no other 
reason. "Reds" aro not tholr ideal, 
'they only listen to them, because they 
see no other way. The Winnipeg strike 
was due to lack of employment. And 
what did the government do about it? 
Profiteering Is due to government lack 
of control. British labor Is on the right 
track, and they ore getting their rep- 
resentation by peaceful moans. 

Dr. Tait 1 immediately gave his de- 
cision. The debate was vory close, and 
tho speaking was excellent on .both 
sides. Tho affirmative won tho débats. 
Stevens was .particularly good In Ills 
rebuttal. He lias the two essential 
q:uall>tles of earnestness and sincerity. 
Bradshaw'lhas a quiet manner that In- 
spires confidence. Walters Is very 
clear, hie points were all well taken, 
and hia diction waa excellent] Ballon - 
tyno has confidence in his delivery, but 
his material showed very Blight lack of 
preparation. In closing his remarks, 
Dr. Tait «aid that debating is not taken 
seriously enough at McGill. it is essen- 
tial that more interest be awakened, 
and that, if possible, Intercollegiate de- 
bates be revived, because, af ter all, de-, 
bating is more In Una with what a man 
comes to college to acquire than foot- 
ball, and will be of more use to him in 
'later life. 

The meeting was then thrown open 
to general discussion, which was very 
animated, and which lasted until well 
after. ten o'clock. The various remarks 
were not confined solely to the labor 
party, but touched on immigration. 
Former .government In Ontario, the 
noticeable lack of restlessness on tho 
part of Quebec labor, a dig at French - 
Canadians, and a most eloquont and 
earnest retort to this dig, as well as 
severe criticism of tho government 
policy in regard to internment of aliène, 
and the treatment of returned soldiers.

Mucdonald's dining hall Is one of 
the big features in a student's life at 
this college. To the less ob3crvuu'. 
of us this is not very apparent, but 
tho professors will all say what un 
advnntagn it is In the bringing out 
of the individual. They will tell you 
that thoy cau quickly see a change, 
the rounding off of the rough cornel s 
or the average student after a tlmo 
spent at Macdonald. Tho dining hall 
plays a* very important part in this 
ffnesso. 

Under the present system the boys 
sit at tho snmo tables as the girls, in 
proportion lo the numbers of each 
student body. Now wc have roughly 
an average of seven or olght girls to 
every four boys. To prcvont the for- 
mation of "cliques" the tables are 
assigned for a period of two weeks 
or more. Thus we have one group 
sitting at a certain tabic for this 
porlod, Just long enough to get well 
acquainted. The tho tables are 
changed and each student finds him- 
self or herself at a new table with an 
entirely different lot of students. 
They may be, and In many cases are, 
all strangers, each as different indi- 
vidually as students only can be. 
New acquaintances are immediately 
made nnd the new table sorts them- 
selves out to enjoy the next two weeks 
as much as possible. 

This system of mingling, the boys 
with the girls, is bénéficient to the 
student in many ways. To begin 
with, it has a strong Influence in 
wearing off the shyness and reserve. 
Many of us came from rural districts 
and this backwardness is our heritage. 
Not that this Is any particularly cri- 
minal characteristic to possess, but 
it is a slight disadvantage to anyone 
who must take a place in public, and 
students must be prepared to come 
into the public eye. This continual 
mixing with étrangers of both sexes 
is an Ideal way to train us to foci at 
caso in any 'situation, to clnverso 
freely with strangers, and It trains 
the mind to assert itself on all occa- 
sions. Anyone accustomed to globe- 
trotting will rcalizo what an advan- 
tage tills is to any individual. The 
students are also training themselves 
unconsciously to perceive the other 
fellows viewpoint. This in itself is 
quite an accomplishment; sufflco to 
say that wo can all appreciate a sym- 
pathetic listener. This will do more 
to holp us to expand our own view 
points and have them welded intd a 
sound general principal than will any- 
thing else. 

Conversationally wo arc also im- 
proving unconsciously. Oiveu eats, 
women and men brought together 
under such favorable circumstances, 
and tongues aro bound to wag. They 
can't help themselves, and we find 
topics of the weightiest moment of tho 
day boiled down and discussed along 
with tho latest fun from "Punch" or 
tho "London Opinion." 

Nor is our relationship in the din- 
ing hull confined merely to individual 
culture, mentally and physically. 
One glance in the door will convince 
tho most casual observer that there 
is a deep current of pleasure pervad- 
ing the atmosphere. When bright 
eyes look into bright eyes across the 
tablo tho only reaction will be a smile 
an dit is no chemical reaction this.
